The  proverbial  one-armed  paperhanger 
with  the  itch  had  it  easy  compared  to  the 
plight  of  Atlanta  photographer  Harold  S. 
Flanagan.  The  personable,  29-year-old  Negro 
works  daily  in  his  portrait  studio  despite  the 
fact  that  he  is  totally  blind. 

Flanagan  lost  his  sight  in  an  unsuccessful 
suicide  attempt  when  his  wife  left  him  four 
years  ago.  The  shot  in  the  head  which  failed 
to  kill  Flanagan  deprived  him  of  his  sight. 

At  first  Flanagan  thought  he  would  have  to 


give  up  photography  but  he  had  to  make  a 
living  and  photography  was  the  work  he  liked 
best.  Today  when  he  is  asked  why,  in  spite 
of  his  handicap,  he  decided  to  continue  in 
photography,  he  says  in  mock  seriousness, 
“They  held  up  my  pencil-peddling  license  and 
I  had  to  do  something.” 

Flanagan  is  a  gaunt,  si.x-and-a-half  foot  man 
with  a  hearty  laugh  and  a  personality  that 
puts  customers  at  ease  when  he  directs  them 
to  focus  his  camera  so  that  he  can  shoot  their 


picture.  Flanagan  makes  portrait  sitting  a  co¬ 
operative  affair,  using  his  customer’s  eyes 
when  fine  adjustments  that  cannot  be  made 
by  a  blind  man  are  needed.  Most  are  delight¬ 
ed  to  help. 

In  carrying  on  as  a  photographer  despite  his 
blindness,  Flanagan  is  symbolic  of  the  per¬ 
sonal  courage  of  many  handicapped.  Perhaps 
the  best  example  is  the  great  composer,  Lud¬ 
wig  von  Beethoven,  who  wrote  most  of  his 
finest  symphonies  after  he  became  deaf.

HE  NEEDS  NO  DARKROOM  HELP 
EXCEPT  IN  PRINTING  PHOTOS 

DLIND  photographer  Harold  S.  Flanagan  says  his  customers 
^  get  a  big  kick  out  of  playing  photographer’s  assistant.  When  a 
client  comes  in  for  a  portrait  sitting  Flanagan  first  seats  him  before 
the  camera  and  adjusts  his  lights.  After  making  preliminary  adjust¬ 
ments  on  his  camera,  Flanagan  walks  over  to  his  customer. 

“Now,”  he  says.  “Fll  sit  here  while  you  take  over.” 

As  the  customer  walks  over  to  the  camera,  Flanagan  continues 
his  instructions. 

“Look  into  that  ground  glass,  that  square  on  the  back  there  See 
me  in  there  all  right?  Now  twist  that  little  knob  on  the  side  of  the 
camera.  Turn  it  until  you  can  see  me  sharp  and  clear  as  you  can. 
How  much  shirt  front  is  showing?  Twist  that  knob,  man.  Come 
on.  Get  it  clear.  You  want  to  look  pretty,  don’t  you?” 

Joshing  the  customer  until  he  feels  that  the  focus  should  be  cor¬ 
rect,  Flanagan  then  again  changes  places  with  the  subject  and 
completes  the  picture.  He  can  handle  the  loading  of  holders,  the 
placing  of  the  film  in  the  camera  and  the  actual  taking  of  the  picture 
himself. 

Once  the  picture  is  taken  Flanagan  needs  no  help  until  negatives 
are  ready  to  be  printed.  The  developing,  washing  and  drying  of 
negatives  is  easy  for  the  blind  man. 

While  Flanagan  does  most  of  the  work  in  the  studio  and  dark¬ 
room  himself,  he  does  have  a  young  assi.stant  who  comes  in  to  help 
him  when  he  is  doing  the  actual  printing  of  pictures.  The  blind 
man  can  put  negatives  in  an  enlarger  without  help  but  he  needs  a 
pair  of  eyes  to  tell  him  when  a  picture  is  properly  composed. 

Flanagan’s  only  full  time  employe  is  Arno,  his  German  shepherd 
leader  dog.  Arno  stays  out  of  the  way  in  the  studio  but  keeps  his 
eyes  on  his  master  at  all  times.  If  Flanagan  looks  as  if  he  might 
stumble  over  some  misplaced  tripod  or  light  stand  Arno  is  right 
there  to  stop  him. 

The  blind  photographer  does  not  do  all  his  work  in  the  familiar 
confines  of  his  studio.  Recently  he  and  Arno  went  out  to  photograph 
a  wedding  reception  using  a  press  type  camera  and  flash  equipment. 
He  made  11  good  saleable  pictures  in  12  tries-a  good  average  for 
any  photographer,  even  one  with  two  good  eyes.
